Drinking 
binge kills 
Alberta 
teenager 

O PHILIP CROUCHER 
IN HALIFAX 

A 19-year-old Alberta teen 
found unconscious after a 
night of drinking at 
Acadia University in 
Wolfville, N.S., has died. 

The RCMP were called 
to the university campus 
around 12:30 a.m. Tuesday 
and found the first-year 
student, reported to be 
from Calgary, not breath¬ 
ing in a dorm room. 

He was rushed to hospi¬ 
tal an hour away in 
Halifax. 

Police spokesperson 
Sgt. Brigdit Leger said offi¬ 
cers learned on Thursday 
afternoon the teen had 
died, and his body was be¬ 
ing kept on life support so 
his organs could be donat¬ 
ed for transplant. “The 
RCMP does not suspect 
foul play,” Leger said. 

A student at Acadia told 
the CBC students were 
drinking on various floors 
of the university’s 
residence. The student 
said the victim had a 40- 
ounce bottle of liquor and 
drank almost all of it with¬ 
out mix. 

An autopsy was expect¬ 
ed on Friday.

Our first class at school, 
all we did was listen to the 
radio as they updated each 
occurrence. When I got 
home, CNN was all over it, 
so I spent the rest of the day 
into the night watching the 


news. 

Rozzie Lee 

was getting ready for 
school in the morn¬ 
ing when I heard on 
the radio about the 
first plane crashing into the 
first tower in New York. 

My llth-grade self knew 
it was something big, but 
little did I know how much 
worse it would get. Social 
studies class, my teacher 
told us how this will be a 
day in histoiy that will nev¬ 
er be forgotten. 

Our entire class listened 
on the radio, hearing up-to- 


the-minute updates on the 
disaster. 

Heather Bray 

was going to my 
8 a.m. psychology 
class at the Universi¬ 
ty of Lethbridge. 

I lived away from home 
for the first time, and was 
pretty impressed with my¬ 
self for being so independ¬ 
ent. Life was easy, exciting 
and new. 

I couldn’t even digest 
what had happened till lat¬ 
er that day, my small world 
crushed by the big, real 
world. 


Jeff Clemens 

had a spare from 
high school that 
morning and I was 
sleeping in. For some 
reason I woke up and heard 
on the radio that a plane 
had hit the World Trade 
Center. I thought it was a 
joke so I turned on the TV to 
see the first tower already 
on fire and smoking. I re¬ 
member watching live cov¬ 
erage as the second plane 
hit. It all felt like a movie 
and I couldn’t believe what I 
was seeing. 

It’s something I’ll never 
forget because it just 


seemed so unreal. 

Courtney Stelmack 

was 15 years old and 
had just started 
boarding school on 
Vancouver Island. It 
was the morning after my 
mom had left after settling 
me in and was en route 
back to Saudi Arabia (where 
my family are expats). 

As the school awoke 
that morning to do the 
“sign-in” for breakfast, the 
TVs in the foyer of the din¬ 
ing room had been 
switched on. 

My thoughts then went 


to my mom, who was 
somewhere near New York 
and the eastern seaboard, 
in a plane. 

For me, Sept. 11 was the 
beginning of a new view of 
the world. The invasion of 
Iraq left me fearing some¬ 
thing might happen to my 
family, living in the Middle 
East. Security checks got 
more and more intense as 
I logged 100,000 miles fly¬ 
ing between Saudi Arabia 
and Vancouver multiple 
times a year. 

9-11 still brings tears to 
my eyes for the lives un¬ 
necessarily lost.

About 15 years ago, Phil 
Beakhouse began to get his 
confidence back.

“1 always thought 1 was 
alone in my struggles,” he 
said Thursday morning 
while handing out free 
bookmarks to LRT passen¬ 
gers. 


Beakhouse is now a vol¬ 
unteer with some of the 12 
groups that banded togeth¬ 
er Thursday on Interna¬ 
tional Literacy Day to hand 
out free books at Glare- 
view and Churchill LRT 
stations. 

A total of 25 boxes were 
at each station, totaling 
1,000 books, said Susan 
Skaret of the Learning 
Centre Literacy Associa¬ 
tion. 

With more than 40 per 
cent of Canadians strug¬ 
gling with literacy, it is es¬ 
timated over 400,000

There’s one flight New 
Yorker John Balistreri 
will never forget. 

He was on his way 
home on Singapore Air¬ 
lines on Sept. 11, 2001, 
when all commercial air 
traffic was temporarily 
suspended. 

Eight thousand lost, 
confused and in-shock 
airline passengers de¬ 
scended into Halifax and 
were met with loving, 
open arms. 

“The emotions ranged 
from genuine shock at 
what was going on in 
N.Y.C. to genuine appre¬ 
ciation and warmth for 
the people I met in Lower 
Sackville while I was 


‘stuck’ in Canada,” said 
Balistreri in an email in¬ 
terview. 

He and about 280 oth¬ 
er passengers on his 
flight were taken to Mill- 
wood High School in 
Lower Sackville. Other 
stranded passengers 
were sent to three other 
Halifax-area high schools 
or billeted in private 
homes. 

“We had so many peo¬ 
ple from the area that 


volunteered that there 
were times we had to 
take names and say, 
‘We’ll call you,”’ said for¬ 
mer Millwood principal 
Phil Legere. 

For the locals, it was 
something they could do 
to show support and help 
out during the crisis. 

“When it was put in 
front of you, here’s some¬ 
thing you can do, I think 
everybody wanted to be 
part of it,” Legere said. 


Students, who had the 
week off, came in to take 
small children staying at 
the temporary shelter 
out to the park. Volun¬ 
teers picked up passen¬ 
gers at the school to take 
them shopping for 
clothes. 

“It wasn’t just the gen¬ 
erosity of the town, with 
their hospitality and vol¬ 
unteering. It was their 
genuine care and friend¬ 
ship for complete 
strangers that took me by 
surprise,” said Balistreri. 

“As a typical jaded 
New Yorker, to be able to 
have spent these tortur¬ 
ous days right after the 
attack with such amaz¬ 
ing, caring people did 
wonders for the way I 
was able to process what 
was going on while being 
so far from home.”

Bonnie Cayen has hardly 
slept a wink this week. 

“I’ve just been a mess,” 
Cayen said. “She’s my 
shadow.

Galliano 
avoids 
jail time 
for slurs 


John Galliano’s drunken 
anti-Semitic ravings cost 
him his job at Paris luxu¬ 
ry house Christian Dior 
and gave him a criminal 
record but won’t land 
him in jail, a Paris court 
ruled Thursday. 

The court found 
Galliano guilty on two 
counts of “public insults 
based on origin, religious 
affiliation, race or ethnici¬ 
ty” — charges that carry a 
maximum sentence of six 
months in prison and 
fines of up to $20,000. 

But the three- 
magistrate panel showed 
leniency, sentencing the 
legendary designer to an 
$8,400 suspended fine, 
which means it goes on 
Galliano’s criminal record

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Medvedev calls 
for overhaul of 
aviation safety 

o Russian President vows to make changes in the 
wake of hockey-team tragedy O 43 died in plane crash 


President Dmitry 

Medvedev called for imme¬ 
diate changes in Russia’s 
troubled aviation industry 
yesterday — including 
sharply reducing the num¬ 
ber of airlines — as the 
country mourned a crash 
that killed 43 people and 
devastated a KHL hockey 
team. 

The crash Wednesday 
killed 36 players, coaches 
and staff of the Lokomotiv 
Yaroslavl team, including 
European national team 
and former NHL players, 
drawing new attention to 


the poor air-safety records 
of Russia and other former 
Soviet republics. 

Experts blame Russia’s 
problems in the air on an 
aging fleet, weak govern¬ 
ment controls, poor pilot 
training and a cost-cutting 
mentality. 

Investigators could not 
immediately pinpoint 
what caused the Yak-42 jet 
to crash into the banks of 
the Volga River shortly af¬ 
ter takeoff from Yaroslavl, 
240 kilometres northeast 
of Moscow. Workers 
laboured yesterday to raise 


the plane’s shattered tail 
section, site of one of the 
plane’s on-board 

recorders. 

The two crash survivors 
— player Alexander Gal- 
imov and crew member 
Alexander Sizov — were 
both reported in grave 
condition Thursday after 
being flown to Moscow for 
treatment. 

The plane crashed on 
the opening day of an in¬ 
ternational forum that was 
to showcase Yaroslavl as a 
modern and vibrant Russ¬ 
ian city.

Finance Minister Jim Fla¬ 
herty concedes that govern¬ 
ment policies regarding 
tariffs on imports may be 
one of the reasons con¬ 
sumer goods cost less in the 
United States than in Cana¬ 
da. 

A day after calling for the 
Senate finance committee 
to investigate the price gap, 
which one survey puts at 20 
per cent on average, the 
minister said Thursday that 
high tariffs may be a prob¬ 
lem.

Saab drives 
closer to collapse 


Troubled automaker Saab, 
known for its quirky, 
rounded cars, moved clos¬ 
er to financial collapse 
Thursday after a Swedish 
court rejected its request 
for bankruptcy protection. 

The ruling means the 
Swedish brand, which has 
struggled financially since 
General Motors Co. sold it 
to Netherlands-based Spyk- 
er Cars in 2010, is now on¬ 
ly days away from facing 
bankruptcy action from 
trade unions. Spyker has 
since changed names to 
Swedish Automobile. 

The company has strug¬ 
gled to pay suppliers and 


staff, and production at its 
manufacturing plant in 
Trollhattan, Sweden, has 
been suspended for most 
of the year. Swedish Auto¬ 
mobile said it would ap¬ 
peal the court’s decision 
before the deadline on 
Sept. 29. 

However, it is unclear 
whether the appeals court 
will accept the request. 

The unions represent¬ 
ing Saab’s 3,700 employees 
said they would take bank¬ 
ruptcy action within days 
on behalf of members still 
waiting for their August 
salaries.

Richard: Mark, Contagion 
is The Towering Inferno 
with germs, an all-star dis¬ 
aster movie in the mode of 
Irwin Allen’s 1970s specta¬ 
cles. It’s a generally more 
serious affair than the 
Allen cheesefest but they 
both beat with the same 
pulpy heart. Each movie 
takes itself a bit too seri¬ 
ously — although the 
scene that gives new 
meaning to the phrase, 
“picking Gw 5 meth Pal¬ 
trow’s brain,” seems 
geared for gruesome 
laughs — and has too 
many characters and tries, 
with varying levels of suc¬ 
cess, to pluck at your 
heartstrings. 

MB: Well, Paltrow has al¬ 
ways had a cerebral ap¬ 
proach to acting, and this 


movie proves it. And the 
“cerebral” approach ex¬ 
tends to the rest of the 
movie. Unlike you, 
Richard, I found it a bit 
aloof and clinical, which 
fit the topic. After all the 
science fiction movies 
about bad viruses, this one 
is closer to actual science. 
And the movie arrives just 
in time for flu season. I 
had to suppress a cough at 
the theatre, lest I get 
roughed up. 

RC: I get what you mean by 
the aloof and clinical re¬ 
mark to a point. The 
Lawrence Fishburne stoiy 
is an effective medical pro¬ 
cedural.

MB: Usually movies of this 
t 5 Ape focus on one family 
and we see the crisis (zom¬ 
bies, war.

Soder¬ 
bergh is working different¬ 
ly here, as if conducting a 
survey of how this pandem¬ 
ic might affect different 
types of people in various 
social groups. Only the 
Matt Damon thread 
seemed to have any real 
emotion; but even his stoiy 
is underplayed. As far as 
the Jude Law blogger, I 
wouldn’t want to have 


missed his homemade Haz- 
mat suit, which made him 
look like the cyborg he 
played in A.L But it was fun 
to watch so many major ac¬ 
tors in the small roles, es¬ 
pecially Elliott Could; and 
Demitri Martin, who barely 
had one line! 

RC: I did enjoy the movie; I 
just thought it was a bit 
sloppy for a Soderbergh 
film. Having said that, 
however, it should do for 
touching your face what 
Jaws did for ocean side va¬ 
cations.

And soon enough you’ll 
be able to add a new show 
to that list: Canada’s Got 
Talent hits the airwaves 
next spring, with auditions 
rolling out across the coun¬ 
try this fall. 

“It blows your mind 
when you do a show like 
this, how many people 
think that they’ve got a tal¬ 
ent and what level of excel¬ 
lence that may or may not 
be,” says John Brunton, the 
show’s executive producer 
and a veteran of similar re¬ 
ality fare.

Above all else, he says, 
the producers are looking 
for entertainment. They 
want someone who is fun¬ 
ny or unique. 

And of course, they’re 
looking for people who are 
outstanding in their field. 

While Brunton main¬ 
tains that you can’t tell a 
book by it’s cover, citing 
U.K. singing phenomenon 


Susan Boyle as proof, there 
are certain signs that give¬ 
away someone that’s about 
to crash and burn. 

“When the guy comes 
out on the stage and he 
can’t make eye contact or 


the person is so nervous 
that you can see the sweat 
dripping off their nose,” he 
says, “there are all sorts of 
tells.” 

That said, Brunton 
wants people to know that 


all are welcome to partici¬ 
pate, no matter what their 
talent (or lack thereof) 
might be. 

“We’re not there to ham¬ 
mer people, we’re there to 
celebrate diversity.”

The 
good news for Hufhagel and 
the Stampeders is that the 
rematch goes Friday night 
at Commonwealth Stadium 
between the West Division 
co-leaders. 

“1 expect them to re¬ 
spond positively and under¬ 
stand what our downfall 
was,” Hufnagel said when 
asked of his expectation for 
his team.
